The whole Adriatic question is of the 
utmost complexity. Great Britain is 
bound by the Treaty of London, a secret 
pact, to uphold the clainis of Italy to the 
Dalmatian coast—a territory which inci- 
dentally does not include Fiume. The 
Jugo-Slavs vehemently oppose the cession, 
of what they claim to be their right to the 
Italians, and the result is that Great 
Britain and France, as co-signatories-of the 
treaty in question, are in a very awkward 
position. It is easy for Mr. Philip 
Snowden to pour out the vials of his 
rhetorical wrath upon secret treaties ; but 
Britain’s word is her bond, and, when she 
signed the Treaty of London, there was no 
question of self-determination for the 
Jugo-Slavs: they were then among our 
most bitter enemies. So far as France and 
Great Britain are concerned, it would 


seem clear that tliey must stand by their 


promise unless Italy releases them—a step 
which she evidently refuses to take. We 
are all agreed that secret treaties are 
objectionable, but three years ago we were 
wise as we are to-day, and the 
“scrap of paper” then signed remains 
binding.

Of course, this reasoning is not very 
sound ; but. it is Italy's excuse for holding 
France’ and Great Britain to their 
promises. From his point of view, Presi- 
dent Wilson is undoubtedly right; but the 
onus of decision rests upon Italy. France 
and Great Britain can only hope that she 
will adjust her claims to the standards of 
reason and expediency ; otherwise they are 
powerless to act. 

The problem of Italy's claims hinges on 
the Fourteen Paints. It has been found

In 
these circumstances the present crisis in 
British agriculture must provokt the 
gravest concern. There is a real danger 
that the great revival of tillage may, prove 
to have been a mere flash in the pan. The 
facts. were stated by The Times yesterday 
in an article on “The Nation's Bread.”’ 
A situation has arisen in which rising 
wages, on the one hand, and a falling 
market, on the other, threaten to kill 
wheat-growing and to produce rural unem- 
ployment on the widest scale. At the end 
of this month the standard rate of wages 
for farm labour in Great Britain will be 
raised to 36s. 6d. a week as compared with 
the 25s. fixed. by the Corn Production Act. 
On the other side, it is true, a mazimum 
price of 75s. 6d. a quarter has been fixed 
for this year's wheat harvest, as against the 
55s. of the Corn Production Act; but the 
prices under this Act will fall next year to 
45s., and will come to an end in 1922 
Moreover, rural labour, suffering like all 
other classes from the increased cost of 
living, is not satistied with the concessions 
of the Agricultural Wages Board. The 
National Union of Farm Labour has de 
cided to press for a 50s. rate for a six days’ 
week of forty-four hours. Throughout Eng- 
land the farmers are in open revolt, They 
protest that, even under the rates fixed hy 
the Agricultural Wages Board, their indus- 
try will be doomed unless they get a 
corresponding inerease in guaranteed 
prices. At a large meeting of farmers in 
Norfolk, on Saturday last, the Govern- 
ment was urged to make a full statement 
of its agricultural policy and to guarantee 
adequate minimum prices for all classes of 
farm production for & number of years. 
At the same meeting a statement was read 
from Lord Ernle (Mr. R. E. Prothero) 
which suggested that the Government has 
given no serious thought to the problem, 
He said that when food became plentiful 
maximum prices broaght no benefit to 
farmers. ‘It is improbable,” he added,

“that the Government will fix mazimum 


prices now that the War is over—that is to 
say, they will not limit the profits which 
farmers may possibly obtain.”” In other 
words, the broad back of. the general 
public must bear’ dhe new burden 


on the other hand, the Government 
| guarantees a price for corn which will 
cover the increased wages of labour, the 


corn land will be saved—but still at the 
expense of that strong ass, the British tax- 
payer. In Ireland, too, although the cases

promise can be reached, one of two things 
must happen. Agriculture will decay and 
an exodus of labour from the fields will 
aggravate the problem of our city slums ; 
or there will be, with the Government’s 
connivance, a formidable increase in the 
prices of all kinds of agricultural produce. 
Whether in bigger rates or in bigger prices, 
the consumer will pay in the long run. 
The pulverisation of the hapless salary 
earner between the upper and the nether 
millstone proceeds apace.

The Rights of Actors. 


No settlement has yet been effected of 
the dispute between Mr. C. B, Cochran, 
who controls some seventy theatres in 
Landon and the provinces, and the Actors’ 
Association. Over a month has elapsed 
since Mr. Cochran threw down the gauntlet 
by ,declaring that he would employ ne 
member of the Association in any of his 
future productions. In the meanwhile the 
Association has made rapid progress. Its 
membership exceeds five thousand, and in- 
chides many of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the profession. If it chose, it 
could employ the most powerful weapon in 
the trade union armoury—a_ general 
strike—in order to secure the concession 
of claims. Soon after it had 
been reorganised on a trade union 
basis the Association took steps to improve 
the conditions under which its members 
work. It approached various managers 
with a view to the introduction of a stan- 
dard contract which would provide, 
with other things, for payment during 
rehearsals and a minimum wage of £5 per 
week for all actors dnd actresses. The 
proposal was regarded as reasonable, and 
was received sympathetically. The Associa- 
tion, unfortunately, singled out Mr 
Cochran for attack, although the condi- 
tions prevailing in the companies under 
his management were similar to those 
under other control. Not unnaturally, Mr. 
Cochran objected to being pilloried. His

There was a cold east wind blowing to- 
day, but there was also an abdndance of 
sunshine, with the result that all London 
seemed to be out of doors. Hampstead 
Heath was once again the happy playing 
ground of countless thousands, though it 
is to be noted that the crowd was remark- 
ably well dressed, and generally in quite 
good taste. The number of young men, 
clean and smart-looking, im well-cut suits, 
denoting demobilisation from the Army, 
was considerable, and their preserite de- 
noted order and discipline, opposed to 
licence and “ragging.”” in the streets 
there were great crowds of people moving 
along most of the leading thoroughfares, 
while the omnibuses were packed insade 
and out. Good humour prevailed every- 
where, and there was an utter absence of. 
excessive rowdiness and drunkenness. 

The foolish effort mad by the Germans 
to send unknown men to receive the Peace 
Treaty from the hands_of the members of 
the Peace Conference has been countered, 
and somewhat sternly. It is only to be 
expected that the enemy will try every- 
thing that is possible to make the peace 
terms ridiculous in order that they may 
slip out of acceptance. Fortunately, the 
Allies are able to deal with anything ot 
the kind, and this attempt at intrigue has 
been defeated. It is anticipated that. any 
refusal on the part of the enemy fo accept 
the peace terms will be met by determined 
steps on the part of Marshal Foch, General 
Wilson, and General Bliss. They are not 
helpless, but much to the contrary; they 
can make things very awkward for the Ger- 
mans. Sir William Robertson has now 
taken up his command in Cologne, and it 
may be assumed that any steps deemed 
necessary will be taken on the instant that 
the Germans begin to make trouble. Few 
people, however, are of opinion that there 
will be any unpleasantness. Peace 
badly wanted in Germany, and the Treaty 
wil] be signed. 

The much belated New Year's honours 
list is expected to make its appearance 
next week, when it is hoped that the peace 
terms will be well under way. The list is 
a political one, but that does not mean 
that all the names will be those of polli- 
ticians, for it will contain names of many 
people who have had nothing whatever to 
do with active politics. There will be a 
real political list when the Government 
undergoes reconstruction, an event that 
will, in all probability, mot be delayed 
much longer. 

Arrangements have now been completed 
for the visit to be paid by a delegation of 
Englishwometi to the devastated areas of 
Northern France. The delegation is to be 
composed of women representing all 
classes, and it is hoped that they will be 
able on their return home to give English- 
women a elear and vivid description of 
what the German occupation meant to the 
women and children under their domina- 
tion. The first party will leave London on 
Wednesday, and spend a night in Paris 
before going to Lille. At Lille visits will 
be paid to the factories so systematically 
ruined by the Germans, and to other 
centres in the neighbourhood, where once 
stood fine towns and busy villages

THE STRIKE IN LIMERICK, 


Dealing with the strike in Limerick, The 
Times says-—Ireland has never been so prosperous 
as she is today, and the bulk of the community 
object very strongly to the wanton creation of | 
industrial strife. Even in Limerick it is recog- 
nised that the local strike must quickly collapse, 
as ia the case with all general «trikes, unless 
very large monetary help is sent at once. The 
strikers are understood to be looking to England 
for help, but we fancy that English working 
men have other uses for their money, now none 
too plentiful, and wil! hardly be willing te pour 
it into a country which has grown affluent 
during the war. And if the workmen of a 
single Irish city say that they cannot maintain 
their general strike without funds from 
England, what proépect is there of the success 
of a wider movement of the kind? In the 
meantime, Dublin has suddenly been afflicted 
by a strike of the staffs of all the hotels and 
restaurants, which have been promptly closed 
by the proprietors. In this instance, also, the 
primary motives are apparently not political. 
The real truth is that im Itelend, as the hotel 
proprietors state, there is a “ tendeacy to de- 
velop dispute after dispute in all sorts and con- | 
ditions of industry.” It is the outcome 
efforts of the Transport Workers’ Union to 
paralyse the national life of Ireland, but in

Labour Party, at the Town Hall, Huddersfieid, 
opened yesterday morning with an address by 
the Chairman, Mr. Philip Snowden, who said 
thet they had seen the beginning of the end of 
the old order of class domination and economic 
slavery. The new order was being born in blood 
and euffering. Slowly and painfully humanity 
had climbed the hard road to the summit of 
Calvary, but the resurrection to a new life of 
freedom and brotherhood was at hand. Thrones 
and dynasties had been overthrown. Over two- 
thirds of Europe the Red Flag of the Socialists 
floated where but yesterday despots held the 
people in vile subjection. The circumstances of 
the General Election, said Mr. Snowden, were 
worthy of Mr. Lloyd George and his associates, 
Never before in the political history of this coun- 
try has & politician sunk to such depths of in- 
famy to keep in office: The basest passions of 
the people were appealed to; the grossest mis- 
representations indulged in, and impossibie 
promises were lavishly made. The great body 
of the Liberal Party followed Lloyd George, sell. 
ing their souls to keep their eeata. The result 
of the General Election was by no means an 
overwhelming triumph for the Goalition. The 
full force of the opposition was brought to bear 
upon the Independent Labour Party candidates 
who had been members of the late Parliament. 
They all lost their seats, but kept their eelf- 
respect, and maintained the honbur of their 
cause unsullied. (Cheers.)
